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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REOUIREMENT 



Responsive to the action mailed March 30, 2007, applicant elects the invention of 
Group I, claims 1 - 7 and 9 drawn to compounds and compositions possessing a spirocychc 
benzofuran-cycohexyl core, where in applicant's Markush structure of Formula 1 X is a bond, Y 
is O, Z is CH2, q is 1, R2=R4=R5=R6=R7=H shown as structure I in Figure 1. The election is 
made without traverse. 

Groups IV and VII arc drawn to methods of making and using compounds of Formula 1 
as restricted to those covered by the election of Group 1. Where claims directed to a product and 
to a process of making and/or using the product are presented in the same application, and 
Applicant is required to make an election between the product and related processes, the claims 
to the nonelected invention will be withdrawn from fiirther consideration under 37 CFR 1 . 142. 
See MPEP § 821 through § 821.03. However, if applicant elects a claim directed to a product 
which is subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims which depend from or 
otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable product claim will be considered for 
rejoinder. Applicants submit that the withdrawn subject matter can therefore be subject for a 
rejoinder upon allowance of the elected subject matter as provided under MPEP § 821 .04.
